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A CORRESPONDENT of the Sufir-i-Hindustan of the 16th June Circulation, 
says that Lord Lytton justly observed in his Caleutta uni- rata 
versity convocation speech that nothing could be a greater 
misfortune to a country than that the attention of all its 

educated inhabitants should be concentrated on publie service, 

and that they should be accustomed to look for nothing ex- 

cept Government employ. All this is quite true. But we are 

not so. much to blame for the present state of things as the 

education which we receive. There are two kinds of edu- 

cation (1) that which the people provide for themselves, 

and (2) that which the Government provides for them, and 

the two together contribute to the general prosperity of the 

nation. The former kind of‘ education does not exist'in this 
country. Nor is the latter of a kind that could produce thie 
full quantity of benefit. It prepares us for one profession 
only, t.e., public service, but wien we seek to obtain Govern- 
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ment employment after completing our education we are 
laughed at. Onur state’ is thus really very pitiable. Why 


doeptthe Government give us merely literary education which 


makes us fit for public service only, and why does it after- 
wards censure us when we ask for public service? If the 
Government really wishes to make us a capable and self- 
dependent nation and to encourage trade among us, it should 
establish schools of industrial art. We will then cease to 
trouble it with importunate demands for appointments in the 


public services and save our country from poverty and ruin. 


To raise the requisive sum of money for the establishment of 
schools of art and industry, some of the village schools which 
now exist in great abundance and which serve no very use- 
ful purpose might be abolished. 


The Panjabi Akhbér of the 16th Jt une, ‘referring to 
the grant of Rs. 4,000 made by the Government to be 
distributed among the members of the royal family of Delhi 
in honour of the. assumption of the imperial title by Her 
Majesty, says that not more than the trifling sum of Rs. 20 
has come to the share of each member. When we take 
into consideration the hi gh birth of the recipients and the 
nature of the occasion when the Government displayed this 
generosity, a sum of Rs. 20 appears to be too contemptible. 
It is always the anxious desire of the English Govern- 


‘ment to save men of high birth from ruin. It paid off the 


heavy debts of the ex-king of Oudh. It was put to no small 
inconvenience on account of the Prince of Arcot. A few 
members of the royal, family of Delhi have sold their pen- 


‘sions in payment of ‘their debts.’ The Government should 
have restored pensions to these poor men on this occasion. 


TURKEY AND THE MUSALMANS OF INDIA.

Besides these general assemblies, individuals appeal to crowds 
of Musalmans to contribute subscriptions. Great success has 
attended the collecting of ‘subscriptions at Amritsar, and a 
suitable sum of twenty-five or thirty thousand rupees. may 
ultimately be collected there. Subscriptions are being raised 


in almost every city and town in India with more or less zeal. ©

The Aligarh Entinute Gazette a the 19th e une says 
that the proclamation of a religious war by the Shekhul Islam 
of Constantinople has evoked a discussion in the Anglo-Indian 
press on the question whether or not this proclamation will 
have a practical effect on the Indian Musalmans. The editor 
then quotes some paragraphs from an editorial headed “the 
jehad”’ in the Pioneer, and expresses his full concurrence in the 
views set forth therein. The influence which the authoritative 
declaration of a jehad may have upon the Musalmans of India 
will probably be that their prayers to Heaven for the holp of Islam 
may increase in earnestness. It has come to our notice that 
after the usual daily prayers, additional prayers are also offer- 
ed:in every masjid for the victory of the Sultan’s arms.

Some Hindu gentlemen also had the magna- 
nimity to put down their names in the list. 


The same paper in its meeabian when states that 
at an assembly of. the Musalman inhabitants of Peshawar at 
a masjid, on the 8th. June, Rs. 4,000. were subscribed for the 
aid of the Turks. 


The Oudh Akhbar of the 23rd’ June, in reference to the 
Russo-Turkish war, says that the loss of human life to Rus- 
sia up to date may be estimated ‘at twenty thousand men.

GENERAL ADMINISTRATION. 


The Safir-i- Hindustan of the'16th Jute, in reference to 
the amalgamation of Oudh with the North-Western Provinces, 
says that this question was also’ raised’ on several previous 
occasions but was'always shelved: ‘It ‘is commonly believed 
that’ the measure ‘has been ‘proposed in’ the time of every 
Chief Commissioner, but has: always beéh strenuously opposed 
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by every one of them. Had: the administrative union:of ithe 
North-Western Provinces ‘and Oudh ‘been proposed when 
‘Sir George Couper was the Chief Commissioner of the latter 
province; he also would have opposed the measure.:' But 
being the Lieuténarit-Governor of thé North-Western Provin- 
ces, he of course gave his consent to it. Now itremains to be 
seen whether: he himself will look to the affairs of Oudh or 
‘leave them ‘in the. hands of his. secretaries. The talukdars 
of Oudh are quite displeased ‘at the loss of autonomy of ‘their 
province.. They say that the Government always looks to its 
own interests without any régard to theirs. Since Lord Lytton 
likes and speaks the truth, it was expected that his visit to 
Lucknow would be attended with some good results. But 
when he read out his written speech at Kaisar Bagh, it became 
at once apparent. that the ‘Speech was not his own but. had 
been dictated to him, by some one else. In a despateh to the 
Secretary of State he stated that if after a trial it; was found 
that the amalgamation scheme. worked well, the administra- 


tive union of the two provinces would be finally effected ; if 


not, the province would remain a..separate administration. 
But in the speech delivered at the Kaisar Bagh, he said that 
the amalgamation should be looked ‘upon as final. . He was 
not empowered to say sO ‘until the amalgamation had been 
sanctioned by Her Majesty. But, the Government of India 
has a strange policy. it says one thing and does another.
